It is now Round Two with Governor James against the Alabama 
Legislature. The lawmakers won the first round of the battle for 
a 4 cents-a-gallon gasoline tax by voting it down overwhelmingly 
69-31. However, it is not yet time to say the tax is dead, as 
James is not one to give up easily. We expect to see something 
come up again in the next few days indicating Fob is still 
plugging. 


Ye ole editor has some pretty strong feelings about all the 
happenings in the current “‘truckers’ strike.'’ The feeling from 
this corner is that if the truck drivers don’t want to work, they 
have the right and privilege not to work, but... . . they don’t 
have the right to stop anyone else from working! Their main 
complaint is that it is hard to make a living, yet they purposely 
damage the trucks of their peers, thus costing them more money, 
The shootings are even worse. We have yet to understand how 
cutting off food and gasoline to us common people is justified 
when the complaint is with government regulations. 


The 4-cents-a-gallon tax will cost all of us more money if it is 
finally passed. Yet, for years, we have been demanding new 
roads and clapping when the legislature floats another bond issue 
to finance the pavement. Now when a high percentage of the tax 
money is going to pay these past ‘‘free deals,'’ we are faced with 
paying more money if we expect more roads or maintaining those 
we already have. This brings ye ole editor to the point of 
accepting (but not liking) the additional tax IF the governor and 
highway director will clean up the waste and political padding of 
the payroll that has been associated with the highway department 
for many years. This would save us money and counter the 
attitude among the career workers that it is better to play politics 
than to work. 


The publicity over the gas shortage brings out the con artists in 
force. While buying gas on a trip I made Saturday, a pump 
operator tried (and did) the ole fast talk with numbers to 
overcharge me for fifteen gallons of gas. He tried to add the

CORA LEE CHESTEEN 


Mrs. Chesteen 


This week, the Senior Spot- 
light falls on a litttle lady who, 
when you first see her, the 
adjectives, kindly, sweet and 
grandmotherly immediately- 
come to mind in describing 
her. In fact, in talking with 
her son who is very devoted to 
her, he had this high compli- 
ment to pay to his mother, ‘‘I 
have never heard her say 
anything bac about anyone!’ 

The lady who is the object 
of her son’s affection and these 
nice adjectives is none other 
than Mrs. Cora Lee Nelson 
Chesteen, who is fondly called, 
““Babe’’ by her family and 
friends, a pet nickname which 
we think suits her to a ‘'T."’ 


‘*Miss’’ Cora was born 
April 10, 1893,the daughter of 
J.M. and Francis Nelson Nel- 
son. (Her mother’s maiden 
name was Nelson and she 
married a Nelson.) Mr. and 
Mrs. Nelson resided in Beat 4, 
Coffee County, which is the 
Newbia Community. Mr. Nel- 
son was a farmer. 


Miss Cora is the oldest of 
seven children born to the 
Nelsons. he other children 
are Mrs. Mary Alvie (more 
familiarly called ‘‘Lady’’) Car- 
lile, of Rt.

Dr. Gayle Stephens, 
chairman of The University of 
Alabama in Birmingham School 
of Medicine’s Department of 
Family Practice, says there are 
two conditions caused ty) 
excessive heat and humidity. 
‘The first is heat exhaustion, 
which happens when a person 
sweats away salt and water 
more rapidly than he replaces 
them. 

““A person suffering heat 
exhaustion will feel weak and 
lightheaded, and might faint. 
The victim should get out of 
the heat, lie down and cool off, 
and drink some salt water or 
take salt tablets. Heat 
exhaustion can usually be 
avoided by adding salt to your 
meals on hot days when you'll 
be doing a lot of strenuous 
exercise, and by staying out of 


the sun during the hottest part Py

‘Heat stroke is something 
much more serious that 


control its temperature,’’ Dr. 
Stephens explains. ‘‘The heat 
stroke victim stops sweating, 
so the body is no longer cooled 
by the evaporation of moisture 
off the skin. The body 
temperature shoots up to 
about 10S degrees Fahrenheit. 
Brain damage can begin at 106 
degrees, so this is a real 
medical emergency.” 

He says other. symptoms 
of heat stroke are hot, dry 


skin, dry tongue, and 
neurologic symptoms of 
delirium, stupor, coma and/or 
convulsions. “If a person 


suffers a heat stroke, the most 
important action is to get his 
temperature down. Get him 
out of the sun, undress at least 
the top half of the body and 
apply cold, wet compresses. 
Get the person to an emer- 
gency room or call _ the 
paramedics -- emergency 
medical care of some kind is 
necessary." 

Eighty percent of the 
people who have heat strokes 
are over age SO, but the 
condition also is the second 
leading cause of death among 
school athletes. People who 
use psychoactive drugs such as 
narcotics, alcohol, 
amphetamines or most of the 
major tranquilizers run a great 
risk of heat stroke than do 
nonusers.

We live in an age of 


shortages -- some are real and 
others contrived, but either 
way, we are directly affected 
by them. Not many months 
ago it was sugar that was in 
short supply, and then we 
faced the shortage of beef. 
Most recently, long lines 
outside service stations have 
attested to the shortage of 
gasoline for our automobiles. 
People are variously affected 
by these shortages, and react 
in different ways. Some even 
become violent in their quest 
to have their fair share of the 
given commodity. One thing 
that concerns us is that we do 
not know what will be in short 
supply next, and another thing 
that causes alarm is that many 
hings cannot be horded for the 
‘uture. In an inflationary/ 
recession economy, wWe fear 
that there may be many more 
things that will be hard to find 
and very expensive. 

In the midst of such 
circumstauces, it is good to 
reflect on the abundant 
supplies that God has provided 
for His children. | Of course, 
the list could be multiplied, but 
T would like to suggest two 
areas in which God's supply is 
not about to run out. Both of 
these areas are important to 
the concept that we have of the 
providence and power of God. 

First, God has provided an 
abundant supply of salvation. 
Some would conceive of a 
limited atonement in which 
Christ only provided enough 
grace to cover the sins of a 
given number of people. 
However, when one reads the 
“‘whosoevers’’ of the New 
Testament, it should be clear 
that on the cross Jesus died for 
the ungodly -- all the ungodly. 
The New Testament does not 
endorse a universal salvation, 
but it does teach a universal 
provision for salavation. When 
the gospel of the Lord Jesus is

proclaimed, the invitation can 


be issued to all for response, 
because there is no shortage of 
God's provision for salvation. 

Second, in the economy of 
God, there is no shortage of 
power. The energy crisis has 
been real to us for some time, 
and it seems that it might 
become even more real in the 
months and years ahead, 
Remember, there is no energy 
crisis with God. Jesus said, 
“Lo, I am with you,’’ and He 
also said, ‘‘Ye shall receive 
power after the Holy Spirit 
comes upon you.’’ With such 
a promise, Jesus assured His 
disciples that His power was 
not limited and that He stood 
ready to transmit that power to 
them. The lights may go out 
because of a shortage of 
electricity, but the fires of the 
Holy Spirit will never go out 
because of the unlimited power 
of God. 

In a world of shortages, 
take courage in the abundant 
supplies that God has in His 
hands, and which He has 
promised to share with us.

: “Zion” Chapel Missionaty Baptist Church is located in Coffee 


County, Alabama on the Elba-Troy Highway about nine miles out 


- of Elba, The most reliable records indicate that it was organized 


in the summer of 1888 - ‘under the hand of Elder John 
Bradley.’’ Baptist ministers in those days were known as Elders, 
For around twelve years the church met in an old log 
schoolhouse. 


Some have given the date of organization as 1880, but this 
seems to be in error. The church was admitted to the Pea River 
‘Association in the annual meeting at Hebron on October 3, 1888. 
saeneees from Zion Chapel were W. J. Johnson, and T. J. 

aggcttc. 


Elder John Bradley evidently was the first pastor and served 
for several years, and apparently resigned because of poor 
health. His death seems to have come early in 1894, as the 
church passed a resolution on his death on April 20, of that year. 
A. J. Brooks was pastor in 1892. 


As_ was common with some Baptist churches of that day, 
Zion Chapel practiced ‘‘Foot washing” as a church ordinance. 
The Minutes of June 18, 1894 carry this brief notation. ‘Sabbath 
the church commemorated the death and suffering of our Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ by communion and wash g the saints 
feet.’’ - exact quotation. This practice was continued by some 
pastors of the church until around 1940. 


Other early pastors included J. D. Allen, I. J. Johnson, A. J. 
Brooks a second time, J. M. Moore, W. A. Cumbie, J. E. 
Johnson, C. O. Helms, H. S. Nichols, J. E. Johnson again, W. J. 
Willis, C. O. Helms a second time, J. M. Loflin, W. J. Willis 
again, G. E. Andrews, and B. F. Pierce. The latter served three 
or four times for a total of around fourteen years. 


There are some gaps in the church records so we do not have 
a complete list of charter members or officers. From the church 
Officers we glean the following names as being those of early 
members. T. J. Brooks, J. J. Calhoun, T. F. Jernigan, G. M. 
Fowler, J. J. Wilkes, W. H. Heard, Rush Stevens, W. J. Willis, 
N. A. Cardwell, Thomas Jackson, Marion Nolin, S. Lawhorn, 
Benny Brown, J. H. Foreman, S, L. Carter, and W. M. Fleming. 
No women’s names are listed because these names were from the 
church officers, and women did not serve in places of leadership 
in those days. 


However, it is interesting to see that for many years the ladies 
out-numbered the men in the church membership. In June of 
1929 the report of a committee named to revise the church roll 
reported that there were 59 male members, and 107 female 
members. On one occassion in recent years the writer was 
speaking in a Sunday morning service and counted 25 men and 
boys present along with 99 women and girls. However, in recent 
years more men and boys are attending and the ratio is 
improving. 


Church discipline was very: strict in the early days. The 
Minutes of the church conference held in November 1892 tell of a 
member being dismissed from the church ‘‘for heresy and 
departing from the faith.” This usually meant that the 
member had joined a church or another denomination. In line 
with this policy in 1921 the church acted to - ‘‘prefer charges and 
withdraw fellowship from all who had gone off after the Holiness, 
but to give them a month’s probation.”’- for returning to the fold. 


Q. P. Jones became pastor in 1939 and served for about two 
years. He was followed by W. C. Andrews, and then B. F. 
Pierce came again as pastor. A. W. Barker served from 1942 to 
Aah B. F. Pierce returned again and served for about a year 

time. 


Q. P. Jones was called as pastor again in 1946 and served for 
about eight years this time. Harvey W. Beasley followed Jones 
and served during 1954 to 1956. The next pastor was W. R. 
Fuller who had grown up in the Zion Chapel community and was 
ordained by the church on September 27, 1953. Since that time 
he has served several other churches in Coffee County. Fuller 
served Zion Chapel for about ten years, and the new building was 
constructed under his leadership. 


Albert Churchwell, a graduate of the Baptist Bible Institute 
became the next pastor of Zion Chapel in fall of 1966 and 
served until November 3, 1968. He resigned to accept a church 
in East Alabama, and died soon after from a blood clot caused by 
a broken leg.

Conditions of the times are reflected in the Sunday offerings 
during the depression of the Thirties. Some examples of these 
Offerings are: $7.85; $4.83; $4.15; and $5.50. Even in 1940 the

The old building was sold and the first service was held in the 
new building on January 11, 195% It was some time later before 
the interior was Vn na The floors were finished and new 
pews and pulpit furniture were installed in the Spring of 1967. 
Air-conditioning and central heat were installed later. 


The church probably had a Sunday School earlier but we find 
that schools were organized on April 27, 1918, and on August 23, 
1919 with D. E. Lunsford as bar proton ra In those days many 
of the Sunday Schools opera only in the Spring and Summer. 
It was the aim of many schools to become “‘evergreen’’ and last 
all of the year. In fact, Zion Chapel evidently held no services at 
all from November to February during the winter of 1919-20, 


On September 24, 1938 the church gtanted the State Highway 
Department the right to build a road across the church property, 
but not a deed to the property. 


Because some of the church records have been lost, tall 
an from 1895 to 1915, we do not have a complete list of chute 
cers.

Church Treasurers include W. Matthews, Morris Johnson, 
Orelo Johnson, who was ably assisted by his wife Madge in 
keeping the financial records, and Ciicries Whatley. 


In recent years, Zion Chapel has had other organizations such 
as Church Training, WMU with its youth groups, Brotherhood, 
and other activities. Since 1947, Vacation Bible Schools have 
been held each summer. 


Soon after Albert Churchwell became pastor in 1966 plans 
were made to build a pastorium. Construction was soon under 
way on a nearby lot donated by Paul and Wayne Rugg. With 
many people donating labor the home was soon completed, and 
the pastor and his family moved in during February 1967. 


The church building having been first constructed of concrete 
blocks, the church voted to brick-veneer it in September of 1978, 
The work was completed by the end of the year. A spire was 
also added in March of this year. 


Several ministers huve gore out from Zion Chapel. Probably 
among them in the early days of the church were A. J. Brooks, 
W. J. Willis, and J. A. Jones. Another who is from the 
community is Gerstel Fuller of Talladega. In recent years two 
others were ordained. There are Paul D. Kendrick, pastor of 
Midway Church in Clarke County, and W. R. Fuller, long time 
pastor of Shady Grove Church in Pike County. 


Kevin Steiner of Pensacola is now full time Music Director. 
Sara Beth Shaver is Pianist, and Mrs. Nell Ke'ley is organist. 
Charles Whatley, is Sunday School Director, with Jerry Pope as 
Associate, and Paula Black as General Secretary. Weldon 
Bozeman is Church Training Director, with Gerald Flowers as 
Associate, and Rachelle Bozeman Secretary. Durl Dean is Clerk. 
Bill Smart represents Zion Chapel on the Executive Committee of 
the Coffee County Association. Mrs. Wayne Brown, and Gladys 
Carr are Outreach Directors. 


Two other deacons have recently been elected. They are Bill 
Smart, and Larry Dickey, who are to be ordained soon.

WATERING SHRUBS 

In watering shrubs, the 
water should be applied slowly 
and allowed to soak into the 

nd. The top 6 inches of 
soil should be thoroughly 
soaked in order to get the 
moisture to the root system. 
This cannot be done by 
sprinkling. A good way to 
water shrubs is to remove the 
nozzle from the hose, turn the 
water on, let it run slowly, and 
place the end of theho<se where 
the stream of water will run 
down the trunk of the plant 
into the root system. A layer of 
mulch will aid in conserving 


moisture and controlling 
weeds also, 
CUTTING ROSES 


Did you know that breaking 
or twisting stems on roses 
injures the remaining wood? 
Also, if you cut too long a 
stem, this takes energy away 
from next year’s production. 

Be sure to use sharp tools 
in cutting roses. Many 
gardeners cut blooms with 
stems so long they rob the 
plant of too much foliage which 
is the part of the plant that 
manufactures food material. 
Thus, they cut down the 
growth and subsequent flower 
yield of the plants. 

During the first season of 
blooms, the flowers should be 
cut with very short stems. This 
will allow the plants to develop 
into large bushes. It is 
unwise, even when the plants 
are well established, to cut 
stems any longer than actually 
needed. Leave at least 2 
leaves between the cut and the 
main stem.
